to provide future ones." 
War-time conditions with the re-, 


sultant increase in the cost of labor 
and materials make it imperative an 
advance over 
the present 
rates be 


granted, asserted 
counsel 
represent- 


ing 3S systems operating east of the 
Mississippi and north of the, Ohio riv- 
ers.- If the roads are to handle ade- 
quately the great volume of war-time 
traffic without incurring the imminent 
risk of financial reverses, better pro- 
visions, it was pointed out, must be 
made by the'government. 


Decision to reopen the case after 


an interval of four months was an- 
nounced by the commission in a re- 
cent letter to George Stuart Patter- 
son, counsel for the roads. 


When in Jlay, the eastern carriers 


asked for a 15 per cent, rate increase, 
they estimated 
that war-time prices 


of labor and materials will increase 
their operating charges by $235,000,- 
000. 
Later compilations, presented 


today, indicate an increase of $270.-

Entente Leaders, Including British and 


French Premiers and Military Advis- 
ers in Council in Rome to Deal With 
Grave Situation—Three Americans 
Killed in First Clash With Germans 


Italy's situation appears increasingly 
rave today with 
the announcement 


from Rome that the Tagliamento river 
west of which Cadorna had established 
his new line after the great retreat 
from the Isonzo, had been crossed by 
the Austro-German invaders.

coast shipbuilding yards, a guide for 
all shipyards in the country, were au T 
nounced yesterday by the United States 
shipbuilding labor adjustment board. 


The decision effects an increase of 


from io to 30 per cent, over the old 
scale here, although 
its 
uniformity 


makes it lower in some localities than 
the temporary scale now in force. 


Tho decision, the first to be handed 


down by the' board, declares thut em- 


loyes' -discrimination, interfering with 
he defense of the ' nation in time of 
war. against so-called 'unfair' materials, 
would be intolerable." 
"There won't bo many ships built 


under this scale," declared M. .1. Ma- 
guire, a union conferee 
representing 


the metal trades craftsmen of the Bay 
district. ' "I believe the entire ship- 
building crafts o£ the Pacific coast will 
appeal to President Wilson against the 
decision." 
The scales are based upon the in- 


crease In the cost of living since the 
beginning of the war, it was stated. 


Seventy-five thousand men must be 


employed in the Pacific coast shipyards 
to carry out the government's program, 
the board decided. That means 80,000 
skilled mechanics more than employed 
no\¥- 
The board will urge the depart- 


ment of labor to extend the federal 
employment service in California, Ore- 
gon and Washington to supplement the 
trades unions unable to supply skilled 
workmen. 
"The shipbuilding labor adjustment 


board Is a war board," the decision 
states. 
"The owners of the shipyards 


are. for the duration of the war, mere- 
ly agents of the government. Employ- 
ers and employes must realize the war 
has changed their relation to each oth- 
er. 
The government is insistent that 


Rhlps it requires must be built and 
built promptly. 
It- is equally Inslstant 
that standards of living must be pre- 
served. 
"The national program requires an 


Increase in the output of ships from 
750,000 tons turned out in 1915 to 6,- 
000.000 tons in 191S. 
"This necessitates introduction wher- 


ever possible of the two and three- 
shift system. Immediate steps to bring 
about this change must be taken by 
shipyard owners. 
The board urges

Many a house of. cards has been 


tumbled, many a rosy dream dispell- 
ed, by 
the 
disquieting 
news 
from 


Italy. 


Apparently 
the 
Austrian 
armies, 


greatly 
strengthened 
by 
German 


army corps and unlimited German ar- 
tillery and shells, 
took the Italians 


unawares and unprepared. 


The Teutons have taken in a week 


what the Italians acquired by hard 
and persistent lighting for over two 
years. 


The story of the Russian debacle on 


the Buvajee river is being repeated. 
When the Russians were apparently 
at the apex of their power, they sud- 
denly found themselves short of am- 
munition. 
They had 
expended all 


their shells and could turn nowhere 
to get more. Thariks to their spy sys- 
tem, the Germans knew the exact 
moment when this condition existed 
and took instant advantage of it. 


So with what is happening on th 


Isonzo. 
General Cadorna had made 


splendid advances into Austrian ter- 
ritory. He had defeated the Teutons 
in the most difficult mountain terri- 
tory in all Europe. 
And all the time 


he was busy; Italy was sending out 
to her allies an urgent and never- 
ceasing call for help in the way of 
shells, steel and coal. 


The appeal very largly fell upon 


deaf ears and the Germans knew it. 
The time came when the Italian arm.-. 
had few shells and the Germans knew 
it. 


With 
Rumania 
prostrate. 
with 


Russia in a position where the kaiser 
could view the once great Slav power 
with 
contempt, it was possible to 


gather up great reserves of men and 
munitions and mass them 
for this 


stupendous drive upon Italy. 


Even if the present onslaught goes 


no further, it will have a tremendous 
and significant lesson for us as Am- 
ericans. 
Despite the fact 
that we 


have given money to our government 
for war purposes on a scale hitherto 
unknown in history, we have not fully 
realized that 
we are in this 
war. 


There has lurked 
in the minds of 


most of us the hope or the, belief that 
same miracle would happen, and that 
Germany's power for evil in the world 
would suddenly crumble away. 


The Italian news, 
bad as 
it 
is. 


gloomy as it is, will in another way 
prove a fortunate thing. It will open 
the eyes 
of Americans to the task 


before them. It is the sternest task 
in the world. It is the most difficult 
in history. 
It is nothing less than 


the herculean job 
of defeating 
the 


military power of the Teuton nations. 


What those nations have been able 


to do in Italy is proof positive that 
they still possess 
great 
resources. 


They have men. 
They have arms. 


They have shells. 
They have well- 


' equipped military leaders. 


And what is just as important, the 


T'ictories Mackensen has just achiev- 
ed, will give the Germans once more 
a morale they had been losing. 
Teu- 


tons 
everywhere 
perk up with 


the news that their armies have cap- 
tured countless 
numbers 
of Italian 


foemen and hundreds of their pre- 
cious heavy cannon. 


It is this re-heartened foe that our 


troops will have to meet. 
The test 


is going to come in the next year or 
so. AH we have of bravery, of en- 
durance, of resources, of military and 
industrial ingenuity is going to be re- 
quired. 


In brief, the job of finally defeating 


the kaiser and all the evils for which 
he stands is going to be very largely 
an American job. 


It looked a few days 
ago as if 


Russia were about to quit, but hap- 
pily thnt report has been found to be 
groundless, hut Russia needs help and 
has to contend with 
many internal 


enemies.
